Odongo is out of Uganda. Uganda’s minister for foreign 
affairs, Ruhakana Rugunda, told a press conference in 
Kampela today that the government, in conjunction 
with the UNHCR, had decided to relocate the most 
wanted dissident to a third country which he would not 
name. Rugunda said Odongo’s continued presence in 
Uganda was causing a strain in relations with Kenya. 
Odongo had been confined to Makindye military police 
barracks in southern Kampala since 28 February. No 
mention was made of Odengo’s colleagues in the Feb- 
ruary [1%] Revolutionary Army which allegedly aimed at 
toppling the Kenya Government. 


Contacted a short while ago, Foreign Affairs Minister 
Kalonzo Musyoka told KTN that the Kenya Govern- 
ment was not aware of the Iatest developments on the 
self-styled Brigadier Odongo but hastened to add that 
Kenya is deeply disappointed by this action, which is 
against the spirit of east African cooperation. 


The minister siated that the government will pursue this 
matter through all diplomatic channels to ensure that 
Odongo, who is a wanted criminal, is handed over to the 
government and charged in a court of law.

\Jganda have been used as bases by elements out to 
overthrow the governmenits of Kenya and Zaire. According 
to sources, conspirators of tne dissidents hostile to Kenya 
and Zaire have infiltrated UNHCR camps along the 
Uganda-Zaire border and in southwestern Uganda. These 
elements, estimated at between 500 and 1000 Kenyan 
asylum-seekers and refugees, most of them youths, have 
been lured to the rebel life by an equivalent of 1,700 
shillings per month, tents, cooking facilities, and beddings. 
The rebels have also been exempted from the rigorous 
screening exercise by the UNHCR, uniike their fellow 
refugees from Sudan and Ethiopia. 


In achieving all this, we have information these elements 
bent on destabilizing the Kenya Government have the 
support of liaison officers of the [Ugandan] National 
Resistance Army, NRA. Brigadier John Odongo, the 
leader of the clandestine February 18 Popular Move- 
ment, FEM, [as heard] is one such refugee with the fr"! 
protection of the UNHCR and the military wings of the 
NRM [National Resistance Movement]. 


Most of the Kenyan refugees [are] housed at the Nakivali 
refugee camp, while their Zairois counterparts have been 
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camped at (Kayaka) One and (Kayaka) Two camps. 
These destabilizing elements have on the agenda the 
overthrow of the Kenya Government through acts of 
subversion, assassinations of senior cabinet ministers, 
and harassment of displaced persons to cause disaffec- 
tion against the government.

[FBIS Translated Text] The forces of General Farah 
Aidid and those of his rival Ali Mahdi, the so-called 
“warlords,” fought side by side to overthrow the dicta- 
torial regime of Said Barre but for the last four years they 
have been involved in a bloody civil war to seize power. 
The United Nations, which intervened in 1992, trans- 
formed the “humanitarian” nature of its “Restore 
Hope” operation into just one more warring faction in 
the battle between the cians. The U.S. troops put a price 
on Aidid’s head but ended up leaving the country 
without managing to capture him and losing several men 
in the process. 


The other Blue Helmets withdrew last week without 
achieving their aim. Now Aidid is convinced that the 
country wil! be able to make progress. 


{[Mellado} Wili you be able to solve your problems 
through negctiations or is war the only alternative now 
that the Blue Helmets have pulled out of Somalia? 


[Aidid] I am very pleased that the foreign troops have 
left. Mogadishu has been calm since they left and 
Somalia has been happy. This is the beginning of the end 
of our problems. Now we can all feel like brothers and 
begin to talk about the future. 


[Mellado] Does that mean that the war was due to the 
presence of the international forces? 


[Aidid] Exactly. Our only enemies were the occupying for- 
eign troops. They were what prevented an end to the war. 


[Mellado] Do you mean that the war will end soon? 


[Aidid] More than that. The war in Somalia has already 
ended. Not only in Mogadishu but in the rest of the 
country too. My “brother” Ali Mahdi and I have reached 
a peace agreement. Yesterday we began talks to try to 
come to an agreement that would enable the reconstruc- 
tion of Somalia, let us form a transition government, set 
up public services, achieve the effective disarmament of 
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the civilian population, create the conditions needed for 
the refugees to return, and lay the foundations for a 
future of peace and freedom. 


[Mellado}] Are you prepared to see to this task without 
international assistance? 


{Aidid] We have a great challenge ahead of us. The future 
is now in our hands, but we need the international 
community to help us. Without its help the country 
cannot make progress. 


{Mellado] Is not your animosity toward the UN troops 
and your call to the international community something 
of a contradiction? 


[Aidid] Certainly not. What we asked for before and 
what we are asking for now is help, not colonization. The 
occupation by the invading army is over and Somalia, 
which is also part of the international community, wants 
to maintain good relations with all countries. We are 
prepared to forget what has occurred and to focus our 
efforts on building for the future. 


[Mellado] Nevertheless, the international community 
went out of its way to help Somalia and had to pull out 
again. How can you convince it to return? 


[Aidid] The main argument we have is that Somalia is 
still a free country where the war is over because the 
enemy has left. Now we are in a situation where we can 
guarantee the safety of any foreign nationals who come 
to Somalia to help us rebuild the country. 


[Mellado} Why did the United Nations fail in Somalia? 


[Aidid] Because it came to offer humanitarian aid and 
when it was installed it tried to colonize the country and 
to dominate it. It began to go to war, destroying property 
and killing people, and we could not accept that. What 
we want is cooperation and humanitarian aid, and for 
the NGO’s [non-governmental organizations] to come, 
even UN-dependent organizations, but not UN troops. 


[Mellado] Will you be the future president of Somalia? 


[Aidid} That does not depend on me. We will have to 
hold free and fair elections. Then the people will decide 
who will be what. 


{Mellado] Would you accept electoral defeat? 


{[Aidid] In future I will occupy the posts that my people 
want me to occupy. 
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[Mellado] Would you let Somalia become an Islamic 
republic? 


[Aidid] Somalia is a republic and we are all Muslims. This 
people has always lived in accordance with the Koran. 


{Mellado}] But there is a great difference between a 
country where the religion is Islam and another that is 
ruled by Islamic law... 


[Aidid] It will always be up to the Somalian people to 
decide their future. 


{Mellado] Are you in favo. of a referendum? 


[Aidid] That is one possibility, but talks with my 
“brother” Ali Mahdi started yesterday and we have not 
yet had time to examine this point.

Alleged Guerrilla Relocated to Unnamed Country

The controversial Kenyan, 
Brigadier John Odongo, has left Uganda to an unnamed 
country. A statement issued by the Ugandan minister of 
foreign affairs, Dr. Ruhakana Rugunda, at a press con- 
ference in his office in Kampala this evening, says John 
Odongo, a Kenyan national, has lived in Uganda as a 
refugee for a number of years in conformity with the 
Geneva Convention on the status of refugees, to which 
both Kenya and Uganda are signatories. 


The statement says it has always been government policy 
not to grant political asylum to opponents of Kenyan 
Government of high political profile. Whenever neces- 
sary, government has given them transit facilities to 
third countries, to which the Kenyan Government has 
never made any objection. 


The statement further writes that when it became 
apparent that John Odongo’s presence as a refugee was 
causing a strain in the relations with the Kenya Govern- 
ment, the Uganda Government, in collaboration with 
the UNHCR, decided to have him relocated in a third 
country. It said it should be noted that there has often 
existed opponents to government in either country 
residing as refugees. This has not jeopardized relations 
between the two countries. John Odongo was in this 
category until his presence in Uganda appeared to cause 
strain in the relations between the two countries. 
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Buthelezi Discusses International Mediation

[FBIS Transcribed Text] [Mashokwe] Dr. Buthelezi, the 
walkout? What has it achieved, in your view, seeing that the 
congress has demanded that the leadership go back to the 
GNU [government of national unity] and to Parliament? 


[Buthelezij Well, I think that the media in various ways 
have tried to distort the purpose of the walkout. The 
pur’ ose of the walkout was for us as elected leaders to go 
back to our constituency, and we have done just that. 
And our constituency has given us just the kind of 
mandate that we needed from them. So from that point 
of view, what it has achieved, I believe, that it has 
achieved exactly what we were expecting to achieve, to 
give us a mandate as to what to do next after the 
deadiock. 


{Mashokwe] Let me talk to you a little bit about the 
walkout. What were your worst fears if congress would 
not have given you, the leadership of the IFP [Inkatha 
Freedom Party], the green light to go back? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I have no fears myself. I mean, I had no 
fears, because I believe as a democrat that we owe our 
presence in Parliament to the very people that would 
have given us those marching orders if that was their 
mind. 


[Mashokwe] What I’m trying to get at, Dr. Buthelezi, is 
that if you had not received this mandate to go back, 
what would the walkout have meant for the IFP, for the 
country, for stability? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I think that for the IFP it would have 
meant that we'll just operate maybe as an opposition 
party, just like the DP [Democratic Party], and be in 
Parliament, but probably not be in the government of 
national unity. 


{Mashokwe] And would it have any repercussions for the 
country? One would immediately want to think about 
possibilities of violence, say, if the IFP was not back in it. 


{Buthelezi] The violence is taking place all the time. On 
the two occasions that I have spoken to Mr. Mandela, I 
have told him that here in KwaZulu/Natal, on the 
ground, things were not right. I told him twice about this 
last year, so even this week a lot of people have been 
killed in KwaZulu/Natal. Houses were burning even this 
morning in Bhambhayi, in Durban, so that....[pauses] I 
think that it is wrong to speak about violence as if it is 
still going to erupt, because the violence in KwaZulu/ 
Natal has never stopped, in fact. 
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[Mashokwe] Dr. Buthelezi what could stop it? What 
could stop violence once and for all in KwaZulu/Natal, 
in your view? 


[Buthelezi] Well, we have one thing that was proposed 
since 91, that maybe we should address joint rallies with 
the president of the ANC, that did not happen. On the 
other hand, of course, all the time President Mandela 
always said before he was president that Mr. de Klerk 
was controlling the forces which has the capacity to stop 
the viclence. Now thuse [words indistinct] commander 
in chief of those forces now [words indistinct]. 


[Mashokwe] But I’m aware that when he called the 
Security Council Monday of this week [as heard] there 
were concerns that it might have been aimed at quelling 
violence in Natal, sending more troops to Natal. and I 
think the IFP was a little unsettled about that. 


{[Buthelezi] Well, in fact, we couldn’t give it any other 
interpretation if we put those things together. That is, at 
that meeting and some of the utterances—his utterances, 
in fact—in Parliament, where he spoke about, you know, 
he threatened, in fact he used some threats. He threat- 
ened me—security forces. So in fact, even on the day that 
he delivered his opening address on the | 7th, he also was 
speaking in those overtones of threatening to use force. 


[Mashokwe] But would that not help to quell the violence? 


[Buthelezi] Well, so far for us, we are already apprehen- 
sive, because so far a lot of our members have been killed 
by security forces—something which I have reported on 
more than one occasion in fact to my colleagues, Mr. 
Modise, the minister of defense, and also to Mr. Mufa- 
madi. Members of the police force, for instance—in fact, 
last week—they shot at some of our people and killed 
some of our people, and some of the soldiers, ostensibly 
former members of Umkhonto [Umkhonto we Sizwe— 
Spear of the Nation; ANC military wing] have also done 
the same. So I mean, if the forces are used, and some of 
the members of the forces are partisan, and insofar as we 
are not part and parcel of the forces....[pauses] IFP 
members have not been integrated into them. That 
makes us very apprehensive. 


[Mashokwe] It is interesting that one of the resolutions 
refers to the deployment of partisan units. Which ones 
are not partisan? 


[Buthelezi] Partisan units, because exactly, Mr. Mush- 
okwe, what I am saying is that, for instance, there is a 
group that terrorizes our people in the KwaZulu/Natal 
Midlands wearing ANC T-shirts. And these were mem- 
bers of the defense force, and they are the ones that were 
actually terrorizing the members of the IFP. 


[Mashokwe] Dr. Buthelezi, I’ve got to go back to this 
question. I want to ask you to give me an idea of what 
you think could be done to stop violence, bring it to an 
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end here. Is there a magic wand that one could pull 
around and stop this violence once and for all? What are 
your thoughts? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I think that our thoughts are that if 
people in various regions in the various parts of the 
country, they are given the responsibility, I’m sure they'll 
deal with the matter. What makes us apprehensive is, for 
instance, the idea that forces are sent from Pretoria and 
members of the police are sent, members of the defense 
force are sent to look after our king. The premier is 
overflown. The minister of defense, safety, and security 
in KwaZulu/Natal is overflown. I think that is the kind 
of thing that creates a lot of fear and worry—that, in fact, 
there are bully-boy tactics involved— and I believe that 
also the constitution of the country doesn’t really reas- 
sure us. 


That is why, in fact, we have got the present problem 
about international mediation, because at the World 
Trade Center, we just could no. agree because we 
believed that there should be something that the people 
themselves are able to do for themselves in terms of the 
autonomy of various parts of the country when it comes 
to overriding by central government, when it comes to 
residual powers, when it comes to actually how it could 
control matters that normally are controlled by states, 
for instance, in America or Germany. That is the kind of 
thing. In a plural society such as ours, we believe that 
there can be peace if it’s handled that way. 


[Mashokwe] If I understand you well, Dr. Buthelezi, 
more powers for the region, security minister having that 
power could help quell violence in KwaZulu/Natal, in 
your view? 


{Buthelezi] Absolutely. 


{[Mashokwe] But when you had the homeland [word 
indistinct] in the past, KwaZulu police were under your 
control. You were minister of police, yet we still had 
violence there. 


[Buthelezi] Well, I had only a little over 3,000 policemen 
here. Even many parts were controlled by the SAP 
{South African Police] in KwaZulu itself, so I mean, I 
was not in that position where I could control the 
violence, because in fact we were not independent either, 
like Transkei or Ciskei or Bophuthatswana. 


[Mashokwe] But in the very areas that you had control, 
could one say there was limited failure in controlling 
violence? 


[Buthelezi] Let’s put it this way, that as far as I’m 
concerned, violence could have been much worse if we 
did not control some of ii. 


[Mashokwe] Dr. Buthelezi, let’s move on to the issue of 
international mediation. My impression is that the code 
of conduct, the terms of reference of international medi- 
ation were at one stage agreed to. We see in the back- 
ground Kissinger walking away. (?Congress) talks about 
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terms of reference. Are these new ones? Are you talking 
about the old ones? Are you going to clean the file and 
say, here are the papers, let’s go and talk? 


[Buthelezi] Well, these are just the gimmicks, the kind of 
deception that in fact made us to take the bold step of 
walking out of Parliament, because they were playing 
marbles with us, and we're not prepared to play marbles 
with them. Because what happened is that we could not 
agree, you know, Mr. Mashokwe, about the terms of 
reference. ANC has its own terms of reference. IFP has 
its own terms of reference, that is, after the (?4th) of 
March when we had a meeting in Durban with Mr. 
Mandela. So what happened then is that we got infor- 
mation from the embassy, the British embassy, as it was 
then, to the effect that Lord Carrington had contacted 
them to say that they are not prepared to come out here 
with Dr. Kissinger unless we consolidate the terms of 
reference. Then, in fact, a meeting was held between 
ANC and the IFP. The ANC team was led by no less a 
person than Deputy President Mr. Mbeki, and our team 
was led by Dr. Ben Ngubane, and the terms of reference 
were in fact (?merged). 


[Mashokwe] So, they are there. You have them. 


[Buthelezi] Yes, we have the consolidated terms of refer- 
ence, ana they are there. What happened, what made 
them—you refer to the fact that they walked out-—what 
happened is that after that agreement had been made, it 
was Mr. Ramaphosa and Roelf Meyer playing their duet 
that they’ve been playing throughout the talks, decided to 
say that the whole issue of terms of reference must be 
reopened. Actually, it was at that siage, then, that the 
international mediators had to walk out. 


[Mashokwe] One of the nine terms of reference that 
you're talking about is the issue of the king. You are 
aware that his majesty is saying we can sort out the 
matter here at home. Does that not make the argument 
on that (?prospect) a bit weak for the IFP? 


{Buthelezi] But you know, actually, the issue of the king 
was just one of the issues. It was actually the last point in 
the terms of reference. In fact, if you look at the terms of 
reference, the king’s was number six: The international 
mediation effort shali also address the issue of the claims 
and demands of his majesty, the king of the Zulu nation, 
with respect to the restoration of the Kingdom of Kwa- 
Zulu, with respect to the right to self-determination of 
people on a territorial basis. Now, in fact, you can see 
that there are more other issues than that. 


But you see, as the media deals with the matter, because 
it suits the ANC, who were reluctant in the first place to 
agree to the international mediation, and the National 
Party. They are now trying to use the king, you know, 
merely because the king is doing what he’s doing, by 
saying that since his majesty the king—as if the issue was 
just the king. We were talking about the institution of the 
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monarchy itself, which is much more than just the 
incumbent of the institution. 


[Mashokwe] But when the incumbent says: I don’t want 
international mediation anymore, can we... 


[Buthelezi, interrupting] His majesty the king, with due 
respect, was not a party to all those discussions. It was in 
February last year, in fact, that the IFP decided, because 
of the deadlock that had occurred, to recommend inter- 
national mediation, and it was at a meeting in Durban 
on the ist of March that Mr. Mandela agreed, because 
prior to that both ANC and the National Party had 
rejected international mediation. So they are going back 
to that, actually, by playing these games with us, and 
even trying to drag in the king and using him in this way. 


[Mashokwe] Interesting, your development. One of the 
proposals states that Valli Moosa, deputy minister of 
constitutional affairs and provincial matters, must stop 
meddling in the affairs of the king. Is he not? Has he no 
powers? 


{Buthelezi] Yes, he has been milking that cow dry, you 
know, that thing about the king, because all the time 
when he speaks, he brings in the king. And we think that, 
with due respect, there are things that Mr. Moosa, in his 
own culture, which he knows best than I do—not 
because I’m stupid—insofar as our cultural things are 
concerned, I think that it’s a bit insensitive for Mr. 
Moosa to keep on pontificating about the king and the 
kingdom and those things, because he knows very little 
about them. 


[Mashokwe] I thought that he was deputy minister of 
provincial matters, as well. That could give him the right 
to talk about matters provincial and the issue of the 
Kingdom of KwaZulu, the size of the province. Don’t 
you think he could probably talk about it, Dr. Buthelezi? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I think that for him to be in the 
forefront of that is insensitive. The ANC is predomi- 
nantly a black organization, and there are people there, 
even Zulus, that are members of the ANC. 


[Mashokwe] Let’s move on to one issue: IFP still says no 
to truth commission. What is the IFP hiding, if there is 
anything? 


{Buthelezi] To the what? 
[Mashokwe] Truth Commission. 


[Buthelezi] Hmm. It’s not a question of hiding. I mean, 
the truth commission, really, is not described as a truth 
and reconciliation commission, because if we truly want 
reconciliation in this country, this is the last thing we 
could do, if we are really seeking real reconciliation. This 
is just a tool for the party that is in power to actually 
victimize or to vilify, if you like, or demonize its adver- 
saries in the political arena. And I think that is the 
purpose of this, because, you see, you cannot verify some 
of the things in a normal way in which, for instance, in a 
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judicial tribunal you verify things, even by adversarial 
verification, as you do in court. 


[Mashokwe] Dr. Buthelezi, a very interesting comment 
from one of the people who were watching earlier is that 
IFP wants international mediation because it is a 
minority party, the third one, the third biggest in the 
constitution-making bodies, and in the Parliament, 
therefore it would not be able to have its word, so to say, 
therefore it would need brothers from outside, interna- 
tional experts to help you in your cause. 


{Buthelezi] Well, I think this is a very distorted thing, to 
say the least. There was no agreement from the very 
beginning. At Codesa [Convention for a Democratic 
South Africa], we could not agree on the statement of 
intent at Codesa itself. So right from the beginning of 
negotiations, there was no agreement, and there were 
deadlocks right through. We wanted to break that dead- 
lock. But on the other hand, of course, constitutions are 
about minorities. In fact, democracy itself is about 
minorities. In fact, they are not about majorities. We 
have to make up our minds whether we want the 
constitution decided on ihe basis of majoritarianism or 
on the basis of achieving national consensus. 


{[Mashokwe] Dr. Buthelezi, one issue with regard to this 
international mediation: Congress has given the parties 
involved one month to sort themselves out. Thabo Mbeki, 
the deputy president of South Africa, says the door is not 
closed. Is one month enough to set up this whole interna- 
tional mediation process, because there is a [words indis- 
tinct] that your participation will be suspended? 


{Buthelezi] Well, I think that you have to look at the 
whole thing, Mr. Mashokwe, in the context of my efforts, 
which really have been amount to a wild goose chase, 
because I wrote both President Mandela and Deputy 
Presideni de Klerk in June last year already, and then 
you can see that my patience really has been very, very 
long, because I wanted to be constructive. So quite 
clearly, at the congress itself there was a very strong 
lobby that felt that we should not go back to the 
assembly, as of now. But because I had already told them 
that Deputy President Mbeki phoned me and that Mr. 
Mandela also said that we should do things, as he put it, 
to lower the temperature, I appealed to some delegates 
that felt that way, that we should give both the president, 
Mr. Mandela, and Deputy President Mbeki the time that 
they said they wanted for us to see what they do with 
that, and then it will only be right then to give that 
amount of time. 


[Mashokwe] And his majesty the king should participate 
fully in the negotiation? Who decides, himself or the 
IFP? Who’s deciding for him? 


{Buthelezi] Well, actually the king himself has said that 
he doesn’t want to have anything to do with the IFP. And 
since, in fact, we were never involved with him even to 
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the extent that we used him in the negotiations them- 
selves, we were quite happy with that, because he was not 
a part and parcel of my team that negotiated, although I 
felt that he should have a delegation. I mean, fb : should 
have a representative or a team that represented him. 


{[Mashokwe]} How would you describe your relationship 
with his majesty now? 


[Buthelezi] Well, with his majesty, of course, there is a2 big 
memorandum that was placed before Mr. Mandela about 
the interference of the ANC with his majesty the king, 
starting even from the top, from Mr. Mandela himself and 
his minister and local ministers of KwaZulu/Natal. All that 
was documented in a memorandum which we presented 
with the amakhosi [Chiefs], led by the premier. And Mr. 
Mandela promised on 22 December to reply to that, and 
up to now he has never replied. 


|Mashokwe] How would you describe your relationship 
with his majesty now? 


[Buthelezi] I mean, relationship with his majesty from a 
family point of view....(pauses) My sister died some 
weeks ago. He sent a delegation, as we are related as ‘ar 
as the family is concerned, and his indunas [headmen] 
and the former representative in the Assembly of Kwa- 
Zulu came with them on !1 January to my place and so 
on. But, of course, | am in Cape Town now. The truth of 
the matter is that whenever I send things to his majesty, 
as in the past, he doesn’t respond to them. 


{[Mashokwe} He’s not very cordial? 


[Buthelezi] He doesn't respond to them. ! have never 
quarreled with him. We have never argued. For example, 
when the princess royal was here, we dined together with 
him and he spoke to me, to the extent that the press in 
KwaZulu/Natal was saying that there was not an eyelid 
batted by either of us, because it was normal. Then there 
was a play in Pretoria at the National Theater which we 
watched together, and we were together normally. I 
mean, whenever we are together, there is no standing off 
on the part of any one of us. 


[Mashokwe] Dr. Buthelezi, let me thank you once again 
for your patience, and thanks for your time.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Deputy President Thabo Mbeki 
is to meet Inkatha Freedom Party leader Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi on international mediation later this week 
amid conflicting ANC signals on Inkatha’s demands. 


ANC KwaZulu/Natal spokesman Dumisani Makhaye 
said yesterday Inkatha’s threat to withdraw from the 
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Constitutional Assembly if mediation was not accepted 
within a month would merely mean that the “secession- 
ist faciion will not be there. They are exercising their 
democratic right to commit political suicide.” 


A senior government source said President Mandela was 
not eager to invite mediators into the constituti »nai 
dispute. He believed Buthelezi was in a weaker position 
than before the April election. 


ANC secretary-general Cynl Ramaphosa said on televi- 
sion news last night that the question of mediation was 
being dealt with and that “‘a solution would be found for 
the sake of Inkatha and SA [South Africa]”. 


Mbeki’s spokesman, Ricky Naidoo, said arrangements 
were being made for a meeting between the two leaders. 
On Friday [3 March] Mbeki appealed to Buthelezi to 
ensure that his special general conference ai the weekend 
kept the door to upen to finding a solution. 


Buthelezi persuaded the conference delegates to post- 
pone plans to withdraw immediately from the assembly, 
saying “extra time” should be given to attempts to break 
the impasse. An Inkatha source said Mbeki’s interven- 
tion was crucial as, unlike most other ANC leadevs, he 
was held in high esteem by Inkatha. 


Buthelezi has repeatedly credited Mbeki with dsafting 
acceptable terms of reference for mediation last year 
before these were scuttled by Ramaphosa and NP 
[National Party} chief negotiator Roelf Meyer. 


Inkatha’s moderate stance at the weekend conference 
might have been influenced by Mandela’s threat to 
deploy troops and additional police in KwaZ: iu/Natal to 
crack down on crime and violence. 


At the conference, Buthelezi appeared to acknowledge this, 
saying: “President Mandela is threatening with today, 
much as PW Botha used to, with the full might of the SA 
state, which he wants to use to oppress our protest, silence 
our opposition and eliminate our dissent.” 


The ANC’s Makhaye argued that Inkatha was not in a 
position to repeat the strategy it had adopted during the 
World Trade Centre talks, when its boycott stance even- 
tually forced the ANC and NP to negotiate. “The fun- 
damental difference is that at Kempton Park we were all 
negotiating as equals. The electorate has now cut us 
down to size. We have 62 percent of the vote; Inkatha 
has 10 percent,” Makhaye said. Inkatha secretary- 
general Ziba Jiyane said the final constitution could not 
be drafted without SA’s third-largest party. He warned 
that opposition would be mobilised against the constitu- 
tion. Meanwhile, NP leader FW de Klerk said he wel- 
comed the fact that discussions could now continue. 
What was required was a more precise formula for the 
terms of reference.

Nelson Mandela, champion of gender equality, entered 
the Rharhabe royal kraal on Saturday [4 March] to 
receive a fine red ox as a gift. His elegantly-dressed 
private secretary, Mary Maxadana, would have caused 
total consternation had she followed him into the enclo- 
sure. “Womenfolk are not allowed into the kraal, 
according to our custom,” explained Zulu Ntuli, coun- 
sellor to the Rharhabe paramount. “Even if she wants 
cow dung to smear the floor, she has to send children. It’s 
in case they (women) bewitch the cattle and the kraal.” 


Mandela was in the Eastern Cape at the weekend to allay 
traditional leaders’ fears that the coming local government 
elections would rob them of their authority. At issue is 
what happens when a hierarchical system of tribal 
authority, essentially unchanged for centuries, meets the 
post-April 27 democracy of the new South Africa. And the 
sexist traditions governing the royal kraal illustrate the 
dichotomies Mr Mandela had to deal with. 


Finding a middle ground has been made more difficult 
by simmering conflict between the activists of the South 
African National Civics Organisation (SANCO), which 
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is trying to organise in rural areas, and chiefs. SANCO 
says chiefs, many of whom propped up the Bantustan 
sj stein in the days of upartheid, are now trying to thwart 
SANCO moves to organise and conduct voter education 
in their areas. The chiefs complain SANCO is irying to 
sideline them. 


At three separate public meetings at the weekend, Mr 
Mandela read out a long list of what he called SANCO 
“atrocities” against traditional leaders. They included 
assassinations, arson, beatings and usurping functions 
such as land allocation. Mr Mandela told the chiefs he 
would meet SANCO soon to warn the organisation “for 
the last time” that he would not tolerate anarchy and 
chaos. 


That may stop the violence, but a way still has to be 
found to bring chiefs and the civics together. 


“T don’t think (Mandela’s intervention) is a solution in 
itself,” Contralesa’s [Congress of Traditional Leaders of 
South Africa] East Cape chairman, Chief Mwelo 
Nonkonyana, said at the weekend. “The matter can be 
solved if there is a meeting, which we have proposed, 
between Contralesa and SANCO nationally.” The 
sooner the two sides come together the better: One senior 
chief said “traditional community structures” were 
being set up in some areas to work with traditional 
leaders and protect them. Asked if t!1is could lead to an 
escalation of violence, he replied: “That is what we fear.” 


SANCO aside, traditional leaders have reservations 
about the structures that will be voted into place in the 
October polls, and some of the more conservative chiefs 
are reportedly trying to block voter registration alto- 
gether in their areas. A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Provincial Affairs said there was no legislation setting 
out the form of democratic structures in rural areas, and 
any negotiated agreement would have to be ratified by 
provincial legislatures. There had been a proposal for 
district councils, with a majority of democratically 
elected members and chiefs taking up ex officio seats. 
But what Contralesa wants in the Eastern Cape, says 
Nonkonyana, is an additional structure—a first-level 
“traditional authority” chaired by a chief. Negotiations, 
facilitated by a two-man task team appointed by central 
government, are continuing. 


Deputy minister of environment affairs and former 
military ruler of the Transkei General Bantu Holomisa, 
who was specially asked by Mr Mandela to join his East 
Cape tour, said in an interview the SANCO/chiefs con- 
flict was a national problem. An amicable solution in the 
Eastern Cape would set an example for other regions, he 
said. And he believed the issue of the chiefs’ post- 
election status was “under control”. “My prediction is 
by the end of April, we will be talking one language,” he 
said. “I don’t think we'll have problems here.”

[FBIS Transcribed Text] On January 8 this year, on the 
occasion of the 83rd anniversary of the ANC, President 
Nelson Mandela summed up his organisation’s objec- 
tives for 1995 in a single sentence when he said: “‘Nine- 
teen ninety-five shall be a year of consolidating and 
deepening our democratic advance.” In setting out its 
strategic plan for 1995, the ANC iterated President 
Mandela's call, pointing out that the key objectives for 
the next 12 months must be to “deepen democracy 
through completing the transfer of puwer to the major- 
ity’. But the Nationa} Executive Committee (NEC) went 
much further and finalised a detailed 12-month pro- 
gramme of work and far-reaching restructuring of the 
organisation to achieve the objective. 


In order to realise the objectives set out in its strategic 
plan, the ANC’s NEC also identified a range of political, 
organisational and administrative priors that it will have 
to address. These include “‘a decisive victory in the local 
government elections, delivery of an| meaningful grass- 
roots participation in the Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment Programme (RDP), "fundamental transformation 
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of society and substantial progress in drafting a new 
constitution“. The organisation also wants to recruit a 
minimum of 500,000 members by December this year 
and revive branches which, in many instances, have 
come dormant since the elections. 


Many would have said that, in essence, these objectives 
were not fundamentally different from those the organisa- 
tion set itself in the past. The only difference, though, was 
that the tasks were being undertaken under vastly different 
conditions. And the most important of these differences 
was the fact that the ANC was in government. 


At its National Executive Committee (NEC) meeting 
weekend, the ANC took stock of the implications of its 
election victory and the obstacles that victory had pre- 
Lipitated. While describing the electoral victory as "' 
single most significant expression yet the our obj>.:: 
the transfer of power to the majority of South A‘. ons’ 
the NEC also recognised that "numerous obs: _|°< to 
progress’ remained. [sentence as published] 


Among the obstacles listed, include: 
—largely unchanged organs of state 


—lack of democratic local government, which hinders 
the government implementation of the Reconstruc- 
tion Development Programme (RDP). 


—crime and violence, which threaten stability and con- 
tributes to a counter-revolutionary climate 


—huge shortfalls in housing, education, health and social 
welfare and 


—widespread inequality and inefficiency in the 
economy. 


In addition to these obstacles, the organisation has also 
been plagued with internal weaknesses, which add to the 
weight of the challenges it faces. 


Its structures remain largely inactive and its membership 
demoralised, largely because of the drain on the organi- 
sation’s leadership core, which has been deployed in 
various structuies of government and the public service. 


These weaknesses have also contributed to the lack of 
co-ordination of the organisation’s activities, poor com- 
munication between its structures and insufficient 
emphasis on strategic planning and effective implemen- 
tation of plans. 


This week, the ANC’s NEC announced a radical reor- 
ganisation of its structures to cope with these new 
conditions, the challenges and obstacles that go along 
with it. To some extent, it advances an important debate 
on the relationship between structures of the ANC in 
government and Parliament to the organisation's consti- 
tutional organs and its mass presence in civil society. 


Previous discussion papers around this matter have 
warned of the danger of ANC representatives going into 
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Parliament bei: ~ lost to the organisation. “What has to 
be developed is a viable means of contact with the people 
outside. It would be disastrous for t’ 2 organisation if 
that relationship is reduced to the contact needed for 
re-election,” the NEC said. 


It is against this background that it ratified the restruc- 
turing of the organisation. 


A; part of the restructuring process, the ANC has estab- 
lished 12 functional committees and nine provincial 
committees to ensure that it overcomes its weaknesses 
and is able to achieve its strategic objectives, despite 
obstacles outside its own structures. Among the 12 
functional committees are committees that will deal with 
discipline in the ANC, economic transformation, social 
needs, security and stability, political education, gover- 
nance, elections, constitution making and finance. 


Head of the ANC’s Department of Information and 
Publicity (DIP), Jackson Mthembu, explains that the 
functional committees will play a critical role in ensuring 
that there is dynamic contact between ANC members 
deployed in parliament and its constitutional structures. 


One of the immediate benefits of the establishment of the 
committees will be that ANC policy positions developed in 
its constitutional structures will find expression in govern- 
ment. Until new, debates in parliament were not always 
informed by AlsC positions because of the absence of any 
structured link between the work of parliamentarians and 
the ANC’s policy developing structures. 


Mthembu, however, recognises that the ANC is not the 
only party in the government of national unity and that 
his organisation’s policy positions will not always be 
reflected in their pure form in government policy. “In 
that case,” explains Mthembu, “the functional commit- 
tees would have to come back to the ANC’s constitu- 
tional structures and secure a fresh mandate on whether 
the organisation could live with compromises that might 
have to be forged in the GNU.” 


Each of the functional committees are made up of 
members of the NEC. In some cases, non-NEC ANC 
members are also included in them. With senior cabinet 
ministers represented on most of the functional commit- 
tees, the ANC will be able to ensure that its members in 
government maintain dynamic contact with its constitu- 
tional structures and its allies in the mass democratic 
movement. 


The SACP [South African Communist Party], COSATU 
[Congress of South African Trade Unions] and the SA 
{South Africa] National Civic Organisation (SANCO) 
will, for example, be represented on the constitutional 
and elections committees and will therefore be able to 
influence policy and programmes in each of these fields. 


The ANC will certainly be hoping to use its functional 
committees to eliminate some of the hiccups it experi- 
enced during the multi- party negotiations vhen, on 
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occasion, it failed to keep its allies—particularly Cosatu 
and other sections of its constituency—on board. 


Its functional committee, attending to the constitution- 
making process, will also make it possible for the ANC to 
involve its grassroots constituency. One of its tasks will 
be to “process the movement’s constitutional positions 
for presentation to the Naticnal Working Committee 
(NWC) and the NEC”. According to Mthembu, an 
important function of the functional committee on con- 
stitution- making will be to ensure that “‘we have repre- 
sentatives from the provinces to make an input in the 
constitution-writing process”. This will also ensure that 
submissions made by ANC members at branch level, for 
example, reach the NWC and NEC of the organisation 
and find expression in the Constitutional AssemJly. 


With the functional committees having just been estab- 
lished, it will be impossible to measure their success in 
bridging the gap between government and ANC constitu- 
tional structures in the short term. They nevertheless have 
the potential to significantly increase the impact that the 
ANC outside Parliament will have on government. 


A clear signal that is being sent out from the organisa- 
tion’s NEC is that it does not want ANC activity centred 
around government and parliament alone. “The ANC’s 
constitutional structures must be the centre of activity,” 
Mthembu says. 


But the restructuring of the organisation goes beyond 
simply addressing the debate on the relationship of its 
various structures to each other—it also seeks to respond 
to the gigantic challenge of maintaining a clean and 
disciplined presence in and out of Parliament. 


In addition, the ANC’s NEC ratified a fairly detailed 
work programme for the year, which defines its activities 
at both national and provincial level. 


The work programme, for the first time, ensures that 
every member of the ANC NEC has a clearly defined 
task. In the past, many NEC members remained inactive 
while the NWC performed most of the day-to day 
functions of the organisation. 


Among the key features of the programme of work are: 
—winning the local government elections 

—leading the constitution-making process 
—rebuilding the structures and mass base of the ANC 


—developing meaningful grassroots participation in the 
RDP 


—transforming organs of state and society more broadly 
—ensuring increased delivery of people’s basic needs. 


Having unveiled its work programme, which the NEC 
concedes is ambitious, the ANC’s performance over the 
next 12 months will be carefully measured every step of 
the way. 
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Given that one of the central focuses of the work 
programme is ensuring a victory at the October polls, the 
ANC’s performance during these local government elec- 
tions will offer a useful measure of the effectiveness of 
the restructured organisation.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Cape Town—The ANC was on 
the verg> of completing constitutional proposals pro- 
viding for majority rule and the end of power-sharing, 
ANC sources said this week. And the proposals, which 
are largely in line with decisions taken at the party’s 
national conference in December, apparently offer few 
compromises to proponents of a federal system. 


However, the ANC constitutional document, called 
“Building a United Nation’’, makes provision for a more 
powerful Senate to cater to the demands of Provinces. 


The document attempts to describe a system in which 
provincial administrations would be “close to the 
people” but in which the government as a whole was still 
guided by a central legislature. 


One proposal to call the suggested new system “unitary 
provincialism” was defeated. The new system has not yet 
been given a name. 


Both the Inkatha Freedom Party and the Freedom Front 
[FF], and to a lesser extent the National Party [NP] and 
the Democratic Party, have indicated that they want the 
Constitutional Assembly (CA) to adopt a constitution 
which devolves power to the provinces. 


The IFP is demanding international mediation to 
resolve outstanding constitutional issues, saying it had 
never supported the principle of a CA writing a consti- 
tution following the majoritarian principle. 


The opposition parties have complained that the CA is 
being held up because the ANC’s delegates are unable to 
come up with firm policy proposals until after the party’s 
constitutional conference, scheduled for the end of this 
month. 


The proposal to scrap power-sharing is likely to be 
opposed by the NP, which has argued that South A‘rica 
needs consensus-driven politics for the foreseeable 
future. When the ANC decided at its December confer- 
ence to go for simple majority rule, there was an outcry 
from the NP and the FF. 


In terms of the interim constitution, the Government of 
National Unity will be in existence for a maximum of 
five years.

You will have to find the money to settle the account,” 
he told about 600 delegates at the meeting. 


Mr Ramaphosa said people who did not have the ANC’s 
interests at heart had made long-distance telephone calls 
from the offices at night. “Some of the things which were 
done during the election campaign were shocking,” he said. 


ANC leaders, including President Nelson Mandela, were 
prepared to help the Western Cape region raise sufficient 
money to pay the telephone bill, he said. Mr Mandela 
was even prepared to donate items of clothin, to be 
auctioned in order to help raise money to pay the 
telephone bill. 


Earlier, Mr Ramaphosa urged ANC members in the 
Western Cape to pursue unity and emulate the conduct 
of Mr Mandela, who was above reproach and criticism. 
“In the Western Cape there were times when we had not 
been united, when we squabbled among ourselves. There 
were even times when the problems we had, manifested 
themselves in racial terms.” 


Mr Ramaphosa said unity was essential if the ANC were 
to succeed in the October local government elections. He 
said ANC structures and supporters in the Western Cape 
would be demoralised and possibly permanently dam- 
aged if the ANC failed in the forthcoming local govern- 
ment poll.

Franklin Sonn, South Africa’s new ambassador to the

500, and they’re mostly manufacturers. And the US is 
once again our largest trading partner.” 


However, Sonn added, he would like to see more. 


“The US has officially designated South Africa as one of 
the top 10 emerging economies. We don’t understand 
why other countries should show any hesitation in 
trading or investing with us. 


“We're going out of our way to show we're a credible, 
responsible partner, and an excellent investment oppor- 
tunity”. 


Sonn suggested that the Cape was an “undiscovered 
tourist haven that could be a jewel in the worldwide 
tourist industry, provided investors are able to see the 
opportunities and grasp them”’. 


Johannesburg, on the other hand, could be the regional 
Hong Kong, directing development north into Africa 
and south into other countries in the hemisphere“. 


On the financial rand, Sonn said the government would 
abandon the currency “sooner rather than later’. 


Asked if there were any internal pressures on the ANC to 
impose a more socialist economic system, Sonn pointed 
out that its approach had been to remove barriers and 
reduce state intervention. ““We’re subscribing to Gatt, 
for instance, which means ¢ .nforming to international 
trade practice. And we’re doing it with the blessing of our 
electorate.” 


Would South Africa’s policies change when the govern- 
ment of national unity was replaced in 1999 (or possibly 
sooner)? “Our primary objective is to build a successful 
nonracial society, and that will not change,”’ Sonn said 


He was insistent that South Africa should not be com- 
pared to countries in Eastern Europe, which were 
emerging from centrally planned, socialist regimes. “We 
have a strong infrastructure and a vibrant industrial 
base. Most important, we have a powerful judicial 
system to protect property rights and our government 
stands behind it all the way. Through the years of 
apartheid, we gradually persuaded the world to curtail 
investment in South Africa and reduce its global trade. 
All we’re saying now is that we’re once again open for 
business.”

{Unidentified correspondent] The communique issued 
by UNITA yesterday evening stated that the movement 
replaced the entire military command in Uige Province.

[FBIS Translated Text] On Tuesday, 14 February, the 
Angolan Government responded with a demurrer to the 
proposal by UNITA, the armed opposition, suggesting 
the creation of a shared governing program as a precon- 
dition to the appointment of ministers selected from its 
ranks. This intransigence came out in an even more 
expanded form in the words of the army’s chief of staff, 
General Joao de Matos. 


General Joao de Matos is not easily taken in. And 
nothing will stop him thinking that the decision made by 
the recent UNITA (National Union for the Total Inde- 
pendence of Angola) congress to support the peace 
accord signed on 20 November 1994 with the Luanda 
government (LE MONDE, 14 February) is only a trick 
aimed at masking its determination to go back to 
fighting. As the chief of staff of an army made up of some 
140,000 men, this 38-year-old general officer, who 
received his training in the Soviet Union, is not—and 
this is the least that can be said—someone skilled at 
using cliches. From his office at the Defense Ministry, a 
building in the throes of being remodeled, he remains 
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convinced that, not to be certain, the worst is highly 
probable. In other words, that the war could soon 
resume. 


“When UNITA states it wants peace, it is trying to sell to 
international opinion an image that does not match 
reality,” he stated ¢ ilmly as if to emphasize the inno- 
cence of foreign journalists who have taken the con- 
gress’s resolutions at face value. “In this country,” he 
said, “only the total military defeat of Savimbi can 
ensure peace.” And in order to demonstrate clearly that 
he harbors no ambiguous views in this regard, the chief 
of state added: “Those were not military men who signed 
the Lusaka accords but political leaders.” 


If he is to be believed, the story did noi come about 
easily. ““We think that battles must be fought to their 
end,” he stated. “By the time of the Lusaka meeting, we 
had just retaken Huambo, and we were fully on the 
offensive. We could beat UNITA once and for all 
without signing an accord that would give them a break. 
We had long discussions with President Dos Santos to 
put forward our point of view. But the president threw 
his weight around in the discussion. According to him, 
the country could not afford to be isolated on the 
international scene, where pressure in favor of signing 
the accord was being strongly felt. He added that 
Angola’s future political balance required an opposition, 
which we would not have if we eliminated UNITA. In 
the end we came around to his view.” 


Was he sorry? “I continue to think that strictly from the 
military point of view it was a mistake,” General de 
Matos answered straightforwardly. “But from the polit- 
ical and diplomatic point of view, the case can be seen 
differently. Starting from the time we began to talk about 
peace, we ran the risk, by continuing the war, of inciting 
Opposition against the armed forces from a segment of 
the population. It is also obvious that foreign countries 
would not have accepted our position.” 


Dangers of Things Getting Out of Control 


‘Time will tell who was right,” he added. “For my part, 
I continue to think that UNITA has not changed, that it 
still wants to fight even if, at the moment, it does not 
have the military capacity to throw itself into battle. It 
knows that if it attempts the slightest movement it will 
be crushed. So it is going to try to gain time to show that 
it wants peace, to try to discourage our armed forces, and 
restart the war as soon as possible. It wants to put us back 
in the situation we were in following the Bicesse accord 
(from the name of the Portuguese town where, in May 
1991, an initial peace accord was signed, one that was 
rendered null and void by UNITA’s refusal to accept the 
outcome of the September 1992 election—author’s 
note). At the time we had demobilized and UNITA was 
able to return to fighting. It will stay calm only if we keep 
up our pressure.” 


General de Matos insisted, however, on stating that as 
disciplined military men his men would abide by the 
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decisions made by the government. But, he added, the 
dangers of things getting out of control are “obvious.” 
All the more so because “UNITA’s real line” is 
unknown. “Currently they say they want peace but 
yesterday, during the congress, General Ben Ben (chief of 
staff of Mr. Savimbi’s forces—author’s note) made a real 
declaration of war by stating that his military men could 
not accept the peace that had been negotiated under the 
conditions then prevailing.” 


“I had several meetings with Ben Ben and several 
telephone calls,” he explained. “We discussed not only 
immediate military problems but also the country’s 
future and even its past. I found an open man, one 
obviously wanting to involve himself in the rebuilding of 
the country. And several days later this man made a 
going-to-war declaration! Who do you believe? If Ben 
Ben is really expressing his men’s position, then it is 
certain things will get out of control and that this will 
happen quickly.” 


However is it not surprising to observe that UNITA is on 
the brink of defeat and, in the same breath, add that it 
wants to restart the war? But the paradox could only be 
obvious, according to the head of the army: “UNITA’s 
generals feel humiliated by the defeat they have just 
suffered. Just because they have deen driven back 
wounded does not make them less dangerous.”

Muluzi Discusses Goals, Ties With South Africa

President Muluzi, in an interview at Sanjika Palace, the 
luxury hilltop residence he inherited from Banda, said he 
had already asked Mandela to allow Malawians into SA. 


“It’s a matter which I in fact raised in Tunis (at last 
year’s Organisation of African Unity summit). We shall 
have to see if it’s feasible. If not, there’s no way we can 
force South Africa to do it. But if they have the means to 
create a few huudred jobs for Malawians, why not?” 


Muluzi’s “why not?” is going to be a ticklish problein for 
Mandela. The request is unlikely to be met with enthu- 
siasm by SA, under the whip of huge unemployment 
itself and with an increasingly xenophobic attitude 
towards foreigners. 


But the request itself reflects the high expectations that 
SA’s neighbours have of its perceived wealth— 
expectations that have to be gently rebuffed without 
undermining efforts to build greater regional co- 
operation. 


Since coming to power after Malawi's first multiparty 
elections last May, the greatest challenge for Muluzi’s 
debt-strapped government has been his poverty allevia- 
tion programme, af equivalent to SA’s Reconstruction 
and Development Programme. 


Most of Malawi's 9-million people live in glaring pov- 
erty, with drough!, a devaluing currency and an increase 
in the price of maize not helping matters. It also has a 
high birth rate of around 3.5 percent. 


A largely rural nation, Malawi has clearly been denuded 
of trees over the past decade. 


But more positive evidence of change can be seen in the 
way people openly talk about politics. 


“In the Banda days, the Malawi Congress Party would 
just deal with you drastically,” said a schoolteachers. 
Newspapers have also mushroomed, many now critical 
of the goverament. 


The other evidence of change is in schooling: Muluzi has 
promised free primary school education. Schools are 
bursting at the seams. Classes are held under trees with 
last year’s school-leavers as teachers, earning little more 
per month than the price for three taxi rides from 
Lilongwe, the capital, to its airport. 


Critics say the new government’s poverty alleviation pro- 
gramme seems to have been restricted to conferences and 
workshops. But Muluzi stressed that it’s still early days. 


“In the past eight months we have been finding ways of 
establishing the programme, and have established a 
poverty alleviation council, of which I am chairman. 
There are several committees, involving villagers them- 
selves. We have appointed task forces in all sectors. They 
have gone to the villages to identify problems and they'll 
come up with reports.

The government is moving away 
fiom running parastatals because we are going to be in 
the business of having private companies.“ 


Expatriates, however, complain that the new govern- 
ment has made it increasingly difficult for them to get 
work permits. “It’s definitely affecting investment,” said 
one. ‘The cream of the expats will move out and th, 
inferior stock will remain. Besides, when foreign com) a- 
nies come into Malawi they will want to have some of 
their own people here.” 


Muiuzi admits this is an issue diplomats and donors 
have approached him about. 


“But for the past 30 years, the previous government 
allowed expats to do jobs for which Malawians could 
have been trained.” 


He claimed his government was simply applying the law. 
“There are two categories of people who seek work per- 
mits—those who invest and those who come to work.” 


Once again trading on his business background, Muluzi 
said he favoured liberal crossborder movement as way to 
improve trade in southern Africa. 


“If I had the means, I would say ‘No passport—let the 
people come over’,”’ he said, reflecting the growing push 
among SA’s neighbours to achieve free movement of 
persons across regional borders. South Africa, the per- 
ceived regional honey pot, is standing fast against this 
drive by its neighbours, which shows little apparent 
appreciation of the massive internal imbalances SA has 
to tace. 


On the delicate issue of regional migration, the new 
Malawi government has not been slow to take up its 
regional political responsibilities. Last month it chaired 
the OAU delegation to the UN for the vote on Angola. 


Recently Malawi also hosted meetings of both the Southern 
African Development Community (SADC) and the 
Common Market for Eastern and Southern Africa 
(Comesa). There have been fears of them overlapping. 
Muluzi believes that Comesa offers a market of 320- 
million people as opposed to the SADC’s 125-million. 


Meanwhile, Malaysia has been involved in “decent 
investments’ in Malawi in the fields of telecommunica- 
tions and aviation. 
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“We admire that country. Malaysia, Mauritius, Taiwan 
and South Korea developed from nothing and we want 
to learn how they did it.” South Africa, he pointed out, 
was also on the list of countries Malawi admired. “For 
some sentimental reason, Malawians all want to go 
there”. Around a million Malawians are estimated to be 
in SA but it appears unlikely that Mandela will be 
prepared to have more.

[FBIS Translated Text] [Artur] In the last few days 
people have been speaking about the police, who are said 
to be inefficient and impotent in the fight against crime. 
Why is this so? 


{Antonio} I believe this is due to a lack of resources. The 
president was very clear and firm about this: He 
explained that our police face equipment shortages. The 
police are working with few resources and have consid- 
erable difficulties in fulfilling their duties because of 
these limitations. A policeman needs vehicles, commu- 
nications, weapons, whistles, and handcuffs, among 
others. It has been a long time since the state invested in 
all those items. As you can see, the traffic policeman has 
no motorcycle and there are many people who infringe 
the law, but the police cannot follow them. There are 
many people who violate the road code, for instance, 
those who drive dangerously, and the police cannot 
follow them. 


How can we demand much from people who are not able 
to carry out their tasks properly in these circumstances? 
Only after acquiring the minimum adequate means we 
will be able to implement the plans drafted in 1994. 


[Artur] So when can we count on effective work, a 
normal and better situation? When will the police be in 
a technical state and have qualified personnel capable of 
assuring efficiency in their work? 


[Antonio] A normal situation will require a commitment 
from the whole society because it is not the police—no 
matter how well equipped they are—that will solve 100 
percent of the crime problem, since they are not every- 
where. What is necessary is—as is our longtime tradi- 
tion—to create a link between the police and the people; 
it is necessary that the police have collaborators in the 
wards with whom to coordinate activities and from 
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whom to get reports whenever there is an unusual 
situation so the police can immediately neutralize any 
criminal action. 


[Artur] You have been quoted as having plans to 
improve the police’s work. Can you elaborate on them? 


[Antonio] I have just mentioned some of them now. First 
of all, it is necessary to fill the ranks of Police ‘General 
Command personnel. Second, there is need to e juip the 
police, and third, it is necessary to create adequate 
working conditions. 


[Artur] It has been said frequently that the police have 
been covering up crimes and criminals and have been 
working with them. The police also are accused of 
irregularities, despotism, arrogance, and dealing badly 
with people in police stations, as well as being disre- 
spectful when patrolling the streets. What is your com- 
ment on this? 


[Antonio] I cannot confirm these accusations because 
usually when people are against an institution, in this 
instance the police, they attribute all the wrongdoings to 
the police. At times it is delinquents who were once on 
the police force. 


Concerning the so-called abuses and ill-treatment of 
citizens, it is not true. What happens is this: We have to 
realize that the way of dealing with people at times may 
not be what the population expects. They say the police 
are abusive, but a policeman is a policeman. I have never 
seen a policeman acting like a religious person. A 
policeman is a policeman and has to act like one. 
However, the population sometimes does not like this 
way of acting, but as a policeman he has to act like one. 


[Artur] It has been said regularly that certain policemen 
have been asking for money and other commodities 
when they are patrolling or carrying out other duties 
whenever they want to release a delinquent or any 
detained criminal. 


[Antonio] I have never seen or heard about this. I have 
always appealed to the victims to denounce these 
actions. I do not like the police to be asking for money. 
I cannot say they do not do so. It is possible that they do, 
but those who entice are the peopie who bribe them. 
There is no rule forcing a citizen to give money to a 
policeman. 


[Artur] In proven cases, what are the police force proce- 
dures? 


[Antonio] The process for purifying the police ranks is 
permanent. Whoever infringes on principles established 
by the law regulating police activities is subjected to a 
court case. 


[Artur] How many policemen have been dismissed for 
irregularities? 
[Antonio] I do not recall the figures, but many of them 


were dismissed last year. This year there has been no 
similar case, however, last year there were many. 
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[Artur] Do your plans include the creation or extension 
of special police forces? 


[Antonio] Weil, the plans cover everything. We have to 
establish a rural police. We have to fill the Rapid 
Intervention Police, which are now only in four prov- 
inces, namely, Maputo, Gaza, Inhambane, and Sofala. 
We want the police to be established throughout the 
country. 


[Artur] Mr. Minister, it has been said that there are 
so-called “‘police”’ operating in former Renamo [Mozam- 
bique National Resistance] areas, and we have learned 
that they are operating in coordination with the Mozam- 
bique police. Will they be integrated into the state force? 


[Antonio] There is only one police force in the Republic 
of Mozambique, that is the PRM [Republic of Mozam- 
bique Police]. The PRM is not affiliated with any polit- 
ical party. It is a nonpartisan police; that is why whoever 
is on the police force \’ves not belong to any party. He is 
a government or state policeman. So if Renamo has 
members it believes are on the police force, I do not 
know them. However, if Renamo happens to have men 
who meet the requirements and demand to join the 
police force, they are welcome. We are still looking for 
personnel. 


[Artur] So you do not exclude the possibility of their 
integration in the PRM? 


[Antonio] No, I do not exclude that possibility, but we 
will not integrate them as Renamo elements. We will 
integrate them as Mozambicans, as members of the 
PRM and not as Renamo policemen. The state police are 
nonpartisan, so they cannot come with Renamo cards. 


[Artur] Now, what are the new requirements for admis- 
sion to the police? 


[Antonio] First, academic training; second, behavior, 
and third, physical condition. Fourth, the age. I do not 
remember some of them, but basically these are the 
requirements to join the police. 


[Artur] We heard reports that some members of the 
former colonial police, the PSP [Public Security Police], 
are demanding their rights, pensions, and so on. They 
allege that they are marginalized and have been for- 
gotten. What is the Interior Ministry's position on the 
issue? 


[Antonio] I do not know why they are complaining. 
Some time back the government decreed a law saying 
that they had the right to apply to receive their pensions 
and they were informed of this. Now if they do not want 
to apply, if they do not want to organize the required 
documents, it is not the government’s responsibility but 
their own problem. 


[Artur] But they claim to be marginalized. 


[Antonio] I already have spoken to some of them in 
several provinces, and they do not want to do anything 
about it. So I do not accept this excuse that they are being 
marginalized. 
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[Artur] Mr. Minister, there are rumors that soldiers have 
infiltrated the police ranks. What is your comment on 
this? 


[Antonio] There is no soldier who joined the police force. 
They were discharged from the Defense Ministry and 
those who had joined the border guards were demobi- 
lized. After this, since we needed personnel for the 
Immigration Department, some of them joined the 
nolice as any other citizen in the wards, factories, any- 
where, can do so. The interpretation outside is that the 
soldiers were accommodated in the Interior Ministry. 
Everyone who joined the ministry did so in accordance 
with existing principles that everyone who is discharged 
from the Army and has the necessary requirements can 
join the police if he is willing; this is what we have done. 


[Artur] Is there anything else you would like to say? 


[Antonio] I think the population should stop listening to 
rumors. It must approach the relevant institutions to get 
the right information so as to avoid spreading rumors 
without proof. I believe this is the right thing to do. Any 
citizen has the right to do so, has the possibility to 
approach any ministry or institution, to ask whether 
whatever is being said is true. Only thus can we really 
speak about reality; just hearing it is not enough.

Mr Geingob dismissed as an opposition attempt to tarnish 
Namibia’s image and government’s intention to promote a 
demcratic culture. He said the government had hoped the 
DTA would be gracious in defeat, but instead its behaviour 
was no different from that of the losers of elections in 
many other African c~ntries. “Instead, true to its type, 
the DTA has made an issue of an administrative error, and 
if it had access to arms, like (Angolan UNITA [National 
Union for the Total Independence of Angola] rebel leader 
Jonas) Savimbi, who knows if it would not have plunged 
the country into civil war. 


“We feel such an approach only undermines our 
evolving democracy.”’ Mr Geingob said his government 
recognised that election officials were somewhat inexpe- 
rienced, because this was the first election run by Namib- 
ians since United Nations-organised polls ushered in 
independence in 1989.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Zimbabwe's four-year-old eco- 
nomic structural adjustment programme (Esap) has 
failed to meet its key targets, despite strides to imple- 
ment the austere measures, says a report by a leading 
Zimbabwean bank. 


According to the strategic planning division of Standard 
Chartered Bank, the government has not been able to 
check iis extravagant spending, money supply growth, 
keep a grip on prices and the exchange rate or tackle a 
huge public sector deficit, the main macro-economic 
indicators. 


Instead, the programme has resulted in runway inflation, 
plunging incomes—which have hit a 20-vear low since 
the programme started—high interest rates and currency 
devaluation. 
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Particularly in terms of employment, the government’s 
application of its economic reforms is still to make 
headway, says the bank. 


While this is partly attributed to the aftermath of the 
1992 drought and a sluggish world economy during the 
1990-93 period, the bank notes that the domestic policy 
response has not been up to the task of coping with 
adverse external shocks. 


After a decade of socialist policies Zimbabwe finally 
succumbed to international Monetary Fund and World 
Bank pressure to implement economic reforms in 1991. 


Introduced amid promises of employment creation and 
cuts in government spending and to alleviate poverty in 
general, the Esap is now referred to here as ‘Eternal 
suffering of African people’. 


The Standard Chartered Bank economists note that the 
two main weaknesses of the first phase of Esap were its 
failure to establish macro-economic stability and the 
slow pace of parastatal and public sector reform. 


Parastatal losses have exceeded $5-billion since 1986. 
This accounts for more than three percent of the coun- 
try’s gross domestic product (GDP). 


“Against this background, the country’s deteriorating 
domestic debt profile is a matter for great concern given 
the impact that this has on public spending and on 
crowding out of private sector investment,” says the 
report. 


Contrary to Esap’s aims to reduce central government 
debt, it has trebled in the past five years, from $9-billion 
to $28-billion in 1994. 


The structural adjustment programme should have cut 
by 1995 the budget deficit to five percent of GDP from 
the 7.9 percent. But economists say heavy subsidies to 
ease parastatal losses means the deficit will actually rise 
to 10 percent. 


““As phase one of Esap nears its end, a new programme 
must be designed to complete the unfinished agenda of 
the 1990-95 period, with top priority for public sector 
reform, including privatisation,” suggests Standard 
Chartered. 


“The centrepiece for ongoing reform remains public 
sector restructuring, the budget, parastatal and the civil 
service,” says the report. 


While seemingly admitting the reforms have met little 
success in Africa, in defence of the programme the World 
Bank says there is considerable concern that the reforms 
undertaken to date have been less than full-bore.

Ndimande said the number of farms to be acquired 
during the 1995/96 financial year would “‘depend upon 
financial resources made available to the ministry” fuel- 
ling speculation government had run out of money to 
implement the Act. 


Sources within the commercial farming sector said as far 
as they were aware acquisition was going ahead but its 
slow progress was due to “bureaucratic problems not 
policy problems”. It was felt government had over- 
reached itself in its massive acquisition programme and 
now lacked the financial muscle to carry through its 
promises of resettlement.

Farmers’ Debt Expected To Peak at $3.2 Billion

Since 1990, central 
government borrowing has risen threefold to $30 billion 
and its has resulted in a situation where 21 cents in every 
tax dollar goes to service debt. Hasluck said this had 
created a “debt trap” for commercial farmers as “fierce 
interest rates” had inhibited expansion. 
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The delays in payment for products received by parast- 
atals, particularly wheat, had “aggravated farmers’ cash 
flow and their ability to stay within their overdraft 
requirements.” 


Hasluck said should recent fiscal measures adopted by 
government yield revenue that could be used to balance 
the budget and reduce government reliance on domestic 
market borrowing, a softening of the prime overdraft 
rate to about 26 percent could be anticipated for the 
second half of the year. 


He said farmers were concerned about the fate of funds 
accrued from the recently imposed drought and fuel 
levies and urged that they be channelled towards drought 
alleviation measures such as feeding programmes and 
compensation for small farmers whose crops had failed. 


If rains arrive farmers “indebtedness should see a marked 
decrease in real terms despite what has been described by 
some farming experts as "one of the most difficult seasons 
ever seen“. [quotation marks as published] 


Hasluck said he was optimistic farmers would, this year, 
for the first time since the 1991/92 drought, be able to 
pour investment into expansion and new projects. This 
expansion, however, would be tempered by govern- 
ment’s ability to rein in its voracious appetite for 
domestic market funds and concomitant reductions in 
interest rates. 


Firmer commodity prices on world mineral markets and 
greater demand should see a surge in the export perfor- 
mance of Zimbabwe’s mining sector and this should ease 
government’s balance-of-payments problems. 


The foreign exchange earnings by the mining sector are 
likely to be augmented by an “excellent tobacco crop” 
which despite a 15 percent increase on last year’s yield, 
appears to have retained the quality associated with this 
season. 


With strong market demand and a possible yield of over 
190 million kg this sector could yield $3 billion in export 
earnings for the country. 


While these earnings could be discounted by reduced 
maize intake, which is still adequate for the domestic 
market, other crops are expected to hold their own with 
reasonable returns for most commodities envisioned.

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Gross irregularities and mismanagement are rife in the 
ministry, resulting in millions of dollars in taxpayers’ 
money being misused by “persons who abuse their 
positions of power”, ministry sources disclosed this 
week. 


“The Ministry of Foreign Affairs is the most tribalisti- 
cally-run ministry in the country, where favouritism, 
regionalism, nepotism and old-boy networks operate to 
create a distinction between the beloved blue-eyed and 
the tolerated not-so-blue eyed,” sources said. The 
sources declined to be named for fear of victimisation. 


As a result, most of the diplomats and officers manning 
Zimbabwe’s foreign missions abroad have no inkling of 
what Is required of them, relying more on groping in the 
dark to promote the country’s image. 


The sources gave details of individuals in foreign posts, 
including names, country of posting, previous occupa- 
tions and affiliation with the minister. For legal reasons 
we could not publish such details. 


Other nominations, it is alleged, are based on the merger 
of ZANU-PF [Zimbabwe African National Union - 
Patriotic Front] and PF-ZAPU [Patriotic Front - Zim- 
babwe African People’s Union], forcing government to 
be seen to be burying the hatchet and allocating posts to 
“people who used to be on the other side’. 


“The career diplomats whose responsibility it has been 
to build up a structure of foreign ministry and diplo- 
matic service staff have suffered from the open-door 
policy of bringing in failed civil servants to be heads of 
missions or departments while their experience, expo- 
sure and, in most cases, appropriate an 1 sound academic 
grounding have been ignored,” the sources said. 


Appointments in the ministry are said to be done hap- 
hazardly, without adhering to the queue system laid 
down in the ministry procedures and regulations. 


Officers in foreign postings are particularly vulnerable to 
manipulation, it seems, with one woman officer being 
moved from New Delhi to Harare while her child was ill 
on “spurious allegations of having toasted the death of 
the First Lady which up to now are unproven”. 


“Some officers were recalled from Belgrade and Luanda 
and these have sought redress in the law courts, at high 
cost to the ministry and the taxpayer,” the sources said. 


“Amazingly, these goings-on are not unknown to senior 
officials in both government and the party, and also to 
some MPs. Despite being familiar with these issues, MPs 
are hesitant to follow queries by officers and also do not 
seem able to challenge the comparatively more articulate 
Minister of Foreign Affairs,” the sources said. 


“The officers have therefore nowhere to turn to for 
redress as an organic link has developed between the 
Public Service Commission and Foreign Affairs top 
management.” 
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The sources said there was an urgent need for an in- 
depth look at the ministry whose major responsibility is 
to represent Zimbabwe abroad.

Dr. Blitz is leading a three-man 
delegation from the agency in Vienna to participate in the 
formal inauturation of the Kwabenya atomic reactor and 
also to assess preparations being made toward the con- 
struction of new radiotherapy centers at Korle Bu and 
Okomfo Anokye Teaching Hospitals. 


While in Kumasi, the delegation held talks with the author- 
ities of the University of Science and Technology [UST] to 
explore avenues for cooperation between the agency and 
the university. The team also inspected facilities at the 
existing radiotherapy center at the Okomfo Anokye 
Teaching Hospital. A senior nursing officer in charge of the 
center, Mrs. Comfort Owusu-Afriyie, told the team that so 
far 94 major cases of cancer of the uterus and 35! minor 
cases have been treated at the center. The vice dean of the 
UST School of Medical Science, Dr. J.W. Acheampong, 
disclosed that the use of a new radioactive material will 
soon be introduced at the center to replace the existing 
facility. The new material will reduce the process of treat- 
ment from 22 hours to 30 minutes. 


The chairman of the Ghana Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, Professor Allotey, who accompanied the delega- 
tion, said the contract has already been awarded to a 
Chinese construction firm to build a new radiotherapy 
center at Okomfo Anokye. He said the project is 
expected to be completed next year.

Diplomatic Sources Report 30 Dead in Fighting

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Freetown, March 7 (AFP)—Thirty 
people died in a series of rebel attacks here over the 
weekend, diplomatic sources said Tuesday [7 March]. 
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Most of the dead were civilians, the sources told AFP, 
while about 70 people were wounded and hundreds of 
houses were set ablaze. The main attack took place at 
Foredugu, 50 kilometres (30 miles) northeast of the 
capital, a strategic river crossing on a road linking 
Freetown with its airport. 


An army spokesman here said Tuesday a major road 
leading to the central town of Makeni, 140 kilometres 
(85 miles) northeast of the capital, would remain closed 
following the attacks until “security of passengers and 
vehicles is guaranteed.” Heavily armed government 
troops have been combing dense forest in the area to 
search for the Revolutionary United Front (RUF) rebels 
who began their attack on Forodugu last Friday, a 
military source said. 


The major rebel base in the country is believed to be 
further inland from the site of the attacks, in the inac- 
cessible Malal Hills, some 100 kilometres (60 miles) east 
of Freetown. Some or all of 17 kidnapped foreigners, 
including one Brazilian and six Italian nuns, are cur- 
rently believed to be held there. 


Meanwhile, military officials at Mobimbi, around 135 
kilometres (85 miles) southeast of the capital, said Tuesday 
that government forces “are now in command” of the 
Swiss-run Sierra Leone Ore and Metal Company (Sier- 
omco), which has been overrun twice by rebels this year. 


One senior officer said the army recaptured the bauxite 
mine on Monday evening “after an hour-long battle”. 
Although he claimed to have inflicted “huge losses” on 
rebels, he gave no details of government losses. 


Fighting for the control of the neighbouring US- 
Australian owned Sierra Rutile mine was reportedly 
continuing Tuesday, according to the officer, while parts 
of the neighbouring town of Matru remain in rebel 
hands, he said. 


Other parts of the east remain “relatively quiet with no rebel 
attacks” right up to the Liberian border, the officer said. 


Sierra Leone’s four-year-old civil war broke out in May 
1991 asa rebellion by Foday Sankoh’s RUF to topple the 
regime of former president Joseph Momoh, who was 
ousted in a coup the following April led by junior officers 
disgruntled with his handling of the war. 
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
